2.2 Equally, in claims 2 and 4 the maximal / minimal diameter is not further specified 
in order to achieve a desired counter-force. In addition, the counter-force is a 
measurement depending on the patient and is not a function of the apparatus itself 
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2.3 As the high stress event of claims 6 - 8 is a parameter of the patient the 
supporting section can only be deflectabje up to a certain diameter in response to a 
high stress event. 



2.4 The definition of "slope" is not clear in claims 9-11,1 7, 42, 43 as it is determined 
by the counter-force applied by the apparatus divided by the amount of medial 
deflectron. However, the parameter •'force" is a function of the patient and is further 
not described by an angle- or elongation- unit but is measured in Newton. Therefore 
Newton divided by a length (e.g. mm) will not result in a "slope"-unit. 

2.5 Claims 1 3 and 1 5 do not comprise any technical features related to the. 
apparatus of claim 1 Rather, it relates to a set of different apparatus". 

2.6 Claim 34 claims an applicator in addition to the apparatus. However the 
applicator is not a technical feature of the apparatus. Claim 34 should be rather 
related to a sej comprising an apparatus of claim 1 9 and an applicator adapted to 
store and deploy said apparatus into the vagina.
